“You must continue your 
quest for social equality. The 
people of this country need 


you. More importantly, the 
world needs you. We learned 
from your example that one 
voice can and will make a dif- 
ference. We learned that hold- 
ing steadfast to your beliefs can 
change the course of history.” 

During his address Bond 
adamantly urged Americans to 
stop the erosion of civil liber- 
ties stemming from the 
Homeland Security legislation. 

Bond who has been on the 
cutting edge of social change 
since 1960, summed the nation 
and world problems up on one 
word: “Race.” Until America 
comes to grips with the race 
issue, the nation and the world 
will continue to have problems 
hessaid. x à

Bond says that today it takes 
the incomes of five people to 
pay into the social security fund 
tor each American.

Ten years from now, the 
incomes of three people will 
make- those same. payments, 
however their names will be 
Shaneequa, Jose, and Manish, 
Bond said, clearly representing 


a nation comprised of people of 
color. Bond said the nation 
must prepare itself and those 
future workers for that reality. 
The former Morehouse 
College graduate received a 
hearty, standing ovation. 


- Governor's education reforms gets luke warm 


reaction following 


NEWARK  - Education 
reforms announced last week 
by Governor James E. 
McGreevey are receiving 
mixed reviews from educators. 
The Governor called his 
reforms "the next major step" in 
delivering "educational quality 
to New Jersey's classrooms" 
when he rolled out the 20-point 
plan to "provide better trained 
teachers, more learning by (the 
state's 1.3 million) students and 
increased accountability and 
innovation for the state's public 
school system." 

"We will ask more of our 
children — and their teachers 
and their schools — to ensure 
they leave school proficient in 
all of the skills they need to 
succeed — including technolo- 
gy skills," Governor 
McGreevey said during his 
Education Summit. "Our goal 
is educational quality for our 
students so that théy-are pre- 
pared to lead successful lives, 
and we will provide the training 
and support that teachers need 
to achieve excellence in their 
work." 

The Governor's plan calls 
for seven "better" teaching

reforms which include increas- 
ing the minimum passing

exams. There are four reforms 
under the heading of "more 
learning" including allowing 
high school students to "test 
out" of some required classes 
and take more challenging 
courses; and nine “accountabil- 
ity and innovation" reforms. 
Sondra Clark, president and 
CEO of the Black United Fund 
in Newark said of the reforms, 
“Tt all sounds great, however he

program to get that done. 
Where is he going to get the 
money?" 

Clark said the Governor's 
strategies require “a transition 
period" in order to create win- 
win situations for teachers and 
students. This must include 
allowing sufficient time for the 
teachers to become aware of 
the new education goals, and to 
prepare the students, she said 
regarding the plan to adminis- 
ter a new statewide third grade 
test this Spring, a year ahead of 
the federal deadline, to ensure 
that New Jersey meets our third 
grade literacy goal. 

State Assemblyman 
Donald Tucker (D-Essex), said 
he appreciates the Governor’s 
efforts and commitment to edu- 
cation, but he questioned how 
the state would pay for the 
implementation of the reforms. 

“A lot of the things that the 
Governor says are fine. It's 
what you can do with the fund- 
ing level that we have now." 
said Tucker, who is a member 
of the legislature’s Joint 
Committee on Public Schools. 
“It's the fact that based on the 
fiscal deficit we don't have the

money. If you can't fund it 
(reforms) what does that 
mean?" Tucker asked. 

Dr. Henry Johnson, an edu- 
cation expert and CEO of City 
News Publishing, voiced 
"strong" agreement with the 
reform areas that focused on 
better teaching, and that the 
"schools should prepare people 
for that renaissance communi- 
ty" however he said the 
reforms failed to address "The 
depth of content delivered to 
students." 

"It's a whole other thing to 
look at classroom instruction to 
determine the quality of educa- 
tion that is delivered 
dents. Better teaching _, 


and the students," Johnson said. 

Johnson said the state must 
address how to prepare urban 
youngsters who attend school 
every day just as their suburban 
counterparts do, but are unable 
to pass the same tests. 

“What they are learning and 
the depth of that learning are 
radically different,” Johnson 
said. “If yountgsters are not 
learning in schools we have to 
de something different.” 

Johnson said he favors the 
state wide student data base to 
identify where students are 
learning and where they are not 
learning, but that the data base 
should be “a seamless continum 
of information” that identifies 
textbooks, websites and other 
support systems that enable 
parents to track their child’s 
progress and obtain help in 
those areas where their child is 
not performing at grade level. 

Next month McGreevey 
plans to meet with education 
and business leaders to work on 
a strategy to increase the num-

WASHINGTON 
(NNPA)—With revelations of 
yet another voting rights fiasco 
during the recent Florida pri- 
mary elections, black newspa- 
pers, churches and civic organ- 
izations are being implored to 
insist on fair elections even if it 
means civil disobedience. 

"What do we do about a 
state that continues to violate 
the rights of citizens and not 
guarantee that every person 
that claims to be registered can 
vote? "We've got to take it. 
... We've got to give ourselves 
to civil disobedience," Rep. 
Maxine Waters (D-Calif.) told 
a town hall meeting on elec- 
tion reforms in Washington as 
the audience applauded. 

Former U. S. Attorney 
General Janet Reno disputed 
the results of the Sept. 10 
Democratic primary for gover- 
nor of Florida against Tampa 
lawyer Bill McBride in which 
McBride claimed a narrow 
victory. Voters, mostly in pre- 
dominately black precincts of 
Miami-Dade County, encoun- 
tered malfunctioning voting 
machines, polls that opened 
late, live voters listed as dead,

Democratic voters receiving 
Republican ballots and some 
voters were directed to the 


wrong polling places. 


Florida Gov. Jeb Bush 
extended the voting hours 


because of the fiasco. But 
Reno refused to concede to 
McBride until last week. 

Separately, Rep. Carrie 
Meek, a black Democrat, 
attempted to vote by special 
ballot before Election Day, but 
was told that her name was not 
on the voting rosters. The mis- 
take was because of a comput- 
er malfunction, but people 
behind her in line left during 
the dispute, her staff says. 

The latest violations in 
Florida—and how to stop them 
in the future—was the central 


focus at the National Town 
Hall Meeting, the third of a 
Series sponsored around the 
country by the National 
Newspaper Publishers 
Association. (NNPA), People 
for the American Way and the 
National Coalition on Black 
Civic Participation. The first 
two town hall meetings, result- 
ing in calls for record registra- 
tion and an organized voter 
turnout, were held in January 
and June. 

The new ineptness rekin- 
dles the still smoldering anger 
after Election 2000, when 
between and estimated four 
million and six million votes 
were lost nationally, according 
to the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. That includes 
nearly 200,000 votes in Florida 
alone because of faulty voting 
machines and ballots, voter 
intimidation and confused poll 
workers, according to the U. S. 
Commission on Civil Rights. 
The commission also reported 
that black voters. in Florida 
were nearly 10 times more 
likely than non-black voters to 
have their ballots rejected.

NJ education reforms 
are a fair start, at best 


Governor James E. McGreevey has made education one of 
the cornerstones of his administration, and he is to be congratu- 
lated for daring to go where no New Jersey governor has gone in 
the past ten years in terms of trying to get the state on a sound 
foundation with this behemoth social failing. A failing acerbat- 
ed by the fact that the state has battled the poorest schools — 
those in the Abbott Districts — in court for a decade. 

Last week the Governor unveiled a 20-point education 
reform and innovation plan during an educational summit that 
was substantially under-represented by African American educa- 
tors and educators from the urban school centers. We hope this 
critically essential group of individuals are included next month 
when Governor McGreevey begins discussions with education 
and business leaders to start developing a strategy to increase the 
number of New Jersey teachers who are National Board 
Certified, and to support teachers who are trying to obtain that 
credential. 

This brings me to my next point. The proposed reforms 
stressed better teaching standards, but did not directly address 
what will be taught in the urban schools. It is not enough to 
focus solely on certification standards, while not addressing cur- 
riculum content, people skills, parental support, social services 
links and student discipline ... a few of the other factors that must 
be addressed during any discourse on raising the reading, math 
and science literacy scores of urban students. 

There is much anecdotal evidence such as the Whittier 
Elementary School in Camden and the Abington Avenue School 
in Newark — to show that urban students can thrive when their 
teachers are not only appropriately credentialed, but they are 
motivated, caring and have the constructive disciplinary skills 
needed to engage students for whom education is a struggle. 

‘We understand that urban students bring unique challenges 


into the classroom, one has to look no further than West Kinney |. 


in Newark where the mobility rate is 97 percent to understand 
the difficulty in providing a continuous stream of education to 
children whose personal lives are under constant siege. 

We would also caution the state to avoid further takeovers, 
rather than seeking to reform the laws to allow earlier interven- 
tion. The general opinion is that the seven year takeover of 
Newark was not successful under the first appointed superin- 
tendent, but the schools have benefited under the leadership of 
Marion Bolden, the current superintendent, who has achieved 
higher attendance, and is beginning to see an upturn in student 
performance. 

It is crucial that the Governor’s reforms focus on how to 
manage the results of the learning that occurs in the classroom 
so that arban students are kept in the education mainstream and 
prepared to function and make substantial contributions in the 
highly technical, rapidly changing world where they will need a 
Master's degree as well as non technical skills. The Governor's 
reforms will hopefully lead to the adaptation of solid solutions to 
improving the quality of education in the state of New Jersey . 
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Bush continues Judiciary assault

Undeterred by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee’s rejec- 
tion of two of his far right nom- 
inees to serve as federal 
appeals court judges, a deter- 
mined George W. Bush is now 
trying to appoint a law profes- 
sor who opposed a landmark 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling that 
withheld the tax-exempt status 
of Bob Jones University 
because it discriminated 
against African-Americans. 

The Senate Judiciary 
Committee began hearings on 
the nomination of Michael 
McConnell to become a mem- 
ber of the United States Court 
of Appeals for the 10th Circuit 
in Denver recently. McConnell 
is a law professor at the 
University of Utah. 

In a 1983 ruling, by a vote 
of 8-1, the Supreme Court held 
that the Internal Revenue 
Service was correct in denying 
tax-exempt status to Bob Jones 
University because its policies 
violated the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act. Initially, the private con- 
servative, evangelical universi- 
ty in Greenville, S.C., refused 
to admit any African- 
Americans. But it later revised 
its policies to admit blacks as 
long as they did not date or 
“marry across racial lines. pro- 
hibition that was eventually 
dropped. 

At the time of the suit, Bob 
Jones University regulations 
banned interracial dating 
among other behaviors. The 
consequence for violating the

dating rule was expulsion. 

When the case made its 
way to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, only William Rehnquist, 
who is now the chief justice of 
the Supreme Court, dissented 
in the decision in favor of the 
LR.S. 

McConnell, the president's 
choice to sit on the nation's 
second-highest court, cited the 
ruling an egregious example of 
the Supreme Court's failure to 
“intervene to protect religious 
freedom from the heavy hand 
of government." 

The Senate Judiciary 
Committee is evaluating 
McConnell’s fitness for the job. 
He signed a petition calling on 
Congress to pass a 
Constitutional amendment out- 
lawing all abortions, wrote a 
brief for the Supreme Court 
arguing that the Boy Scouts 
had a constitutional right to dis- 
criminate against gays and 
wants to further destroy the 
wall in the constitution separat- 
ing state and church. 

Civil rights activists are cit- 
ing the nomination of 
McConnell as yet another 
example of Bush’s determina- 
tion to appoint federal judges 
whose views are far right of 
American mainstream opinion. 

Barry Lynn, of Americans 
Separation of 
Church and State, says 
McConnell is so extreme that 
he makes failed Supreme Court 
nominee Robert Bork “look 
moderate.” 

After the Senate Judiciary 


Committee had rejected the 
nominations of District Judge 
Charles W. Pickering Sr. of 
Mississippi and, more recently, 
Texas Supreme Court Justice 
Priscilla Owen, who was even 
to the right of Bush's 
appointees on the state court, 
one would expect that Bush 
would nominate judges with 
more mainstream views. But 
his nomination of Pickering, 
Owen and McConnell to serve 
as appeals court judges under- 
Scores his determination to 
pack the courts with rabid 
Right-wingers. 

Bush's decision to speak at 
Bob Jones reminds me of 
Ronald Reagan's decision to 
kick off his 1980 presidential 
campaign with a speech at the 
Neshoba County Fair in 
Philadelphia, Miss., the site 
where the bodies of three civil 
rights workers—James 
Chaney, Michael Schwerner 
and Andrew Goodman— were 
recovered in 1964. They were 
part of Freedom Summer, a 
project to help African- 
Americans vote in Mississippi. 

Reagan's decision to go to 
Philadelphia, Miss., and 
George W. Bush’s decision to 
speak at Bob Jones University 
spoke volumes. And so does 
Bush’s decision to nominate a 
lawyer who feels that the uni- 
versity's discriminatory polices 
should be subsidized by tax- 
payers' dollars.

Djimon Hounson (pronounced Jie-mon 
Hahn-soo) was born on April 24, 1964 in a rural 
village in Benin, a tiny West African nation 
wedged between Togo and Nigeria. The 
youngest of five siblings, at the age of 13 Djimon 
made his way to Paris to be with a big brother, 
hoping to take advantage of the better education- 
al opportunities. But, bored by school, he 
dropped out, and eventually ended up spending 
over a year on the streets, homeless. 

He was living under a bridge and diving into 
dumpsters for food when he was plucked from 
obscurity by a French photographer. The shutter- 
bug introduced him to a fashion designer who 
hired the handsome Mr. Hounson as a runway 
model. Soon, while gracing catwalks. all over 
Europe, Djimon caught the eye of director David 
Fincher (Panic Room) who cast him in several 
music videos including crooner-turned-critic 
Paula Abdul’s Straight Up, Madonna's Express 
Yourself, Janet Jackson's Love will Never Do 
and Stevie Winwood's Roll with It. 

In Hollywood, the photogenic Hounson 
expanded his attention to acting in 1990, 
impressing Steven Spielberg when he played the 
leader of a slave revolt in Ill Gotten Gains. 
Spielberg immediately cast Djimon in a similar 
role as Cinque in Amistad. Since then, the charis- 
matic actor's regal bearing has led to a string of 
standout appearances in other historical sagas 
such as Gladiator and The Four Feathers, his lat- 
est offering.

KW: So what made you decide to do this 
movie?

Shekhar Kapur.”

KW: What was it like working on location in 
the desert? 

DH: “Rough. Weather conditions were 
extreme. We had a lot of support out there to 
make it work, but nothing fancy at all.” 

KW: And how did you prepare for the role? 

DH: “The best way to prepare was by first 
getting rid of all the preconceived ideas of what 
a guardian angel was supposed to be like, since I 
was never going to know that, anyway. 
Eliminating all the limitations that family and 
society put on you.” 

KW: That must have been difficult to do. 

DH: “Of course, it’s going to be challenging, 
but that the actor’s struggle.” 

KW: How did you make the transition from 
modeling to acting? 

DH: “I did a lot of music videos, including 
one with Janet Jackson.” 

KW: Did you take acting courses? 

DH: “Of course.” 

KW: How did you get your breakout role in 
Amistad? 

DH: “How did I get the job? I went to the 
audition like everybody else.” 

KW: Did you enjoy making Gladiator with 
Russell Crowe? 

DH: “Oh, Gladiator was pleasant ard fun. It 
was a bunch of guy playing making believe that 
we're tough, and being kids again.

KW: You’re from Benin which is next to 
Nigeria, right? My son informed me of that when 
I told him I was interviewing you. 

DH: “Wow, he knew that? That’s rare. He’s 
an educated kid. Cool.” 

KW: To what do you attribute your success 
as an actor? 

DH: “It’s the drive. The dream and the drive. 
Success? I don’t know. You just ride it and hope 
that it lasts. And you have to keep nourishing it, 
because it’s like a plant.” 

KW: Tell me about your character in this 
movie? 

DH: “I’m basically playing Heath's guide 
throughout this, but the subtext, in truth, is that 
I'm his guardian angel. I appear out of nowhere 
when he's most needed. And whatever he's expe- 
riencing, I’m experiencing. So, when you see his 
shadow, I’m his shadow. Whatever he's going 
through, I’m going through." 

KW: Are you worried about always being 
typecast as the noble warrior? Do you see your- 
self as ever doing a comedy? 

DH: "Absolutely. Every actor can be funny, 
just as everyone's capable of doing drama. So, 
I'm definitely looking forward to that time and to 
doing more contemporary pieces. Still, it’s very 
nice to be thought of in a noble way, as a man of 
wisdom and so forth.

Brownfield bill seeks to boost NJ urban cities 


Bill by Senators Rice, Allen called “shot in the arm to rebuild inner city areas that are being left behind.” 


TRENTON — The Senate 
Budget and Appropriation 
Committee approved biparti- 
san legislation sponsored by 
Senator Ronald L. Rice and 
Senator Diane Allen recently 
to provide incentives for fur- 
ther redevelopment of con- 
taminated sites in urban areas. 
“This bill would expand 
the current commercial prop- 
erty program that reimburses 
developers for up to 75 per- 
cent of the cost of cleaning up 


contaminated property to also 
include residential proper- 
ties," said Senator Rice (D- 
Essex). "It's the shot in the 
arm we need to rebuild areas 
in our inner cities that are 
being left behind." 

S-1181 bill would only 
provide for remediation costs 
when the state is set to receive 
more in revenues than what is 
provided to the developer. 

Calling the bill “fiscally 
responsible", Rice said, 
"Whether you are a developer 


or environmentalist, business 
or municipality, all parties are 
on the winning end with this 
bill." 

"The program as drafted 
will help boost both sales and 
local property tax bases," 
Rice continued. “With more 
businesses and housing in our 
cities, neighborhoods will be 
revitalized and the state will 
be on the receiving end of big- 
ger revenue streams."

Secretary of Commerce. The 
Secretary of Commerce would 
consider the likelihood that 
the redevelopment project will 
generate new revenue from 
taxes in excess of the amount 
the State agrees to provide the 
developer. 

The current program in 
place has provided for 16 
redevelopment agreements 
with developers since its 
inception four years ago. 

The bil now awaits 
approval in the full Senate.
